He told Judge W. C. Sheely that 
he had bought five bottles of beer 
at a Gettysburg place of business 
and had carried it outside to where 
the boys were and set the bottles on 
the ground. 
Each consumed one 
bottle, he said. 
Later he admitted 
there had been IO bottles and that 
he had paid for and delivered them 
to the boys. 
He would not admit 
that the boys had his permission to 
consume the beer even when the 
court suggested that he stop "trying 
to kid us."

Of Aerial Force

Pearl llarltor, June 8 (A P )— A once mighty Japanese 
naval force, reported to constitute the hulk of that country’* 
sea flower today limped westward in desperate retreat from 
Midway Island, its proud units pounded by an American de­ 
fense turned into a shattering’ offense. 
‘‘The enemy appears to la* withdrawing,” said Admiral 
Chester W. Nimitz, commander in chief of the Pacific fleet. 
“Contact was lost during last night.” 
Lose Aerial Force 
Hut even should the Japanese make good their escape, 
it will he only at the cost of at least three warships sunk, 13 
or more others damaged and the virtually complete destruc­ 
tion of their protecting air arm. 
Against this formidable score, the only announced Ameri­ 
can losses in equipment were one destroyer sunk by a sub­ 
marine, one aircraft carrier hit by a bomb and some planes 
missing. 
IvOss of the U. S. destroyer was acknowledged in the 
same communique in which Nimitz told of the enemy’s appar­ 
ent withdrawal. 
But it was offset by official word that a Jap 
destroyer also had been sent to the bottom and that addi­ 
tional damage hail been inflicted on two enemy cruisers. 
“Small I .ohs of Life” 
The crew of the lost ti. S. destroyer, Nimitz said, was 
picked up by the ships “with small loss of life.” The admir­ 
al was uncertain whether the report.of fresh damage to 
Japanese cruisers referred to further hits on vessels previ­ 
ously damaged or represented entirely new successes. 
As the three-day battle of the central Pacific seemed to 
be nearing its finish in what was likely the greatest single 
victory of American Naval history, messages of congratula­ 
tion began to arrive at Nimitz’s headquarters here. 
“The splendid victory at Midway has aroused the great­ 
est enthusiasm throughout this area.” General Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur advised the admiral from Australia. 
“The Prime 
Minister of Australia has asked me to join his felicitations.

No Penalty For Not Using 
Gasoline Rationing Units 


Motorists who do not use all 
the 
units 
of 
their 
gasoline 
rationing cards before July I 
will not be "penalized” when 
they apply for new cards under 
the permanent rationing system. 
That assurance has been given 
by Joel Dean, chief of Hie fuel 
rationing branch, Office of Price 
Administration.

motorists not to try to "live up” 
to their gas ration, but to stay 
under it to save both gasoline 
and tires, Mr. Dean said: 
“Under no circumstances will 
such saving result in penalties 


for the card holder, or place 
him 
under 
any disadvantage 
when he applies for a new card. 
“It is intended that a card 
holder shall not spend a single 
unit of his ration merely to

as many units as possible by 
eliminating unnecessary miles.”

He Is told in the minutest detail 
what he may write, what he may 
not touch upon, what emphasis he 
must place upon a given item, how 
he Is to comment upon It. When to 
harp on a certain theme and when 
to drop it.
